A PASTORAL LETTER 


My Dear Brethren of St. Luke’s: 

On this occasion of the one hundredth anniversary of our beloved Par- 
ish, I trust that it may not be presumptuous in me to greet you after the man- 
ner of the Apostle—Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father and 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. For at least it may be noted that when he ad- 
dressed the Church at Philippi in these words, the souls in that fold num- 
bered far less than are included in the Parish of St. Luke’s. 

A Parish can have a Centennial year only at very long intervals. It is 
an exceptional experience for any one generation to be in just that position 
when it can keep such an event. It behooves us, therefore, to take heed to 
the opportunity which is now before us—to properly value and use it. 

I would suggest that a hundred years involves a history of deeply 
appreciable moment, which is enhanced in proportion to the numbers of the 
people concerned, their standing in the community, and their ability and 
opportunity for good. This is especially true when they constitute, as in this 
case, a corporate unit, or sub-unit (the Diocese being the unit) of the Church 
of God. The people of St. Luke’s, therefore, have reason to regard their 
Parish Centennial with feelings of deepest interest, of pardonable pride, and 
of thankfulness. 

Our history of a hundred years presents a combination of experiences in 
the lives of a large number of individuals who have been brought together 
and formed into a household or society. As such it carries with it many ab- 
sorbing memories. This combination of personal experiences is particularly 
important because it involves the spiritual life of many members united in 
one, that one being a part or representative of a greater whole. The purpose 
of a Parish—the end of its being—is to realize that it is of the One Body, 
and one Spirit, of the one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Father 
of all. 

You, my dear people of this Parish, are here, not because St. Luke’s 
Church is the most convenient one for you to attend, not because you like 
your Rector (for the more abundantly he love you, the less he be loved) not 
because the greater number of your friends and associates are here, nor be- 
cause the ritual or the music best suits your taste. You are in St. Luke’s 
rather because you find here the nurture and development of your spiritual 
being, because you have found here the Truth as it is in Jesus, and the rule 
of conduct which is His Way, and the abundance of grace which is His Life. 
You are here in this House of God because you find in it the Gate of Heaven, 
because, in all your struggles and losses and sorrows, you find in it strength 
and comfort, and because at this Altar you have tasted the good word of God 
and the powers of the world to come. 

The beginnings of St. Luke’s Church were very feeble, and its history 
shows many vicissitudes, but the good hand of God has upheld it and blessed 
it with many blessings. He has placed it on a firm foundation and put it into 
our hands to administer in His fear and love. Let us keep that which is com- 
mitted to our trust, remembering that membership carries with it a sacred 
responsibility. Let us pray the Great Head of the Church to guide and 
prosper us, and let us praise His holy Name, whose mercy endureth forever.
